Merry Christmas, Merry Christmas, Merry 
Christmas, Merry Christmas, again I want to wish 
everyone a Merry Christmas, or as Pope Benedict 
XVI wished at the end of his Christmas address to 
the world “Happy Christmas.” 

This past year I have been using a daily reflection 
series as part of my morning ritual of Centering 
Prayer and Lectio Divina to lead me into the day. 
On Christmas day, I was stmck by the reflection 
that Christmas is an explosion of light and insight 
into our lives and our world. We need to simply be 


flexible, detach ourselves from the many 
worries of our lives, and live in the present 
moment. 

"Readiness for any eventuality is the attitude of 
one who has entered into the freedom of the 
Gospel. Commitment to the new world that 
Christ is creating... requires flexibility and 
detachment: the readiness to go anywhere or 
nowhere, to live or to die, to rest to work, to be 
sick or to be well, to take up one service and to 
put down another. Everything is important 
when one is opening Christ-consciousness. 
This awareness transforms our worldly 
concepts of security into security of 
acceptance, for love of God, and unknown 
future... The light of Christmas is an explosion 
of insight changing our whole idea of God. 
Our childish ways of thinking of God are left 
behind. As we turn our inmost being opens to 
the new Babe in the crib, our inmost being 
opens to the new consciousness that the Babe 
has brought into the world." 1
